REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of New Ipswich: 


The work of your school board has gone quietly on 
the past year, and along about the same course before fol- 
lowed. Seven schools have been maintained, instead of the 
six of last year. But Greenville combined with us in main- 
taining that at the Wheeler district and shared the ex- 
pense. So we have planned for three terms of twelve 
weeks each in all the districts, and been able to carry out 
the plan, unless hindered by sickness or other unexpected 
obstacle. We are glad to report only a week’s interrup- 
tion by contagious disease, and that in one school. In our 
opinion such pupils as ours have been offered schooling 
enough—thirty-six weeks in the year. 

All the teachers—ladies in sex and in fact, are from out- 
side, and we have had onlv a few changes. Of course the 
liberal appropriation by the town, added to our fixed and 
permanent resources, has made it possible to have more 
and better schools. 

The object then for us all to work at now, is to make 
the schools better in quality. At this task we can all 
work if we have the mind. The value and real worth of 
education is as great as ever, and indeed can hardly be 
overrated. The pupils imbibe the spirit of the home and 
the community, and they estimate their school advantages 
accordingly. Now every candid and shrewd observer, in 
the writer’s opinion, knows that the spirit of our age calls 
for famous schools; school rich, schools costly and great, 
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and schools wonderful in system and machinery and with 
a wonderful amount of superintendence (spell it tendents 
if you choose), but very little is thought or said of the 
value of individual education, or of the need of laborious 
study. Parents seem to allow such trifling things to inter- 
fere. Only six pupils one term this year where there should 
have been fourteen, as we think; and no fault at all with 
teacher or school that we can learn. On the contrary, the 
citizens, the parents even, seem to rate that school very 
high, and they could do no otherwise. Irregular attend- 
ance, of course, springs largely from lack of interest at 
home. We do not stop to refer to those unreasonable, or 
ignorant, or hasty parents, who accept a rumor or a 
child’s distorted tale as genuine, and take the children out 
of school or come in and rave at the teacher because of 
discipline, which really was not severe enough in any can- 
did judgment. 

These facts and many more that we can only hint at 
indicate to the writer the weakness of our school system 
of the present day. Every educator must know that the 
results of school effort now put forth are proportionately 
meagre. It is not the moaning of a pessimist or the spite 
of a disgruntled or prejudiced one that asks for results, or 
that compares the scholarship of today with that of 
twenty or forty years ago. The houses are far better; the 
theories are better and the amount of money expended is 
very much greater, but where are the scholars that can 
compete with those of other days? This perhaps one- 
sided view is presented simply that we may ask ourselves 
what we are doing, or thinking, or believing about the 
schools of our beloved land. 

There is no royal road to education more mek: for- 
merly, riches cannot buy it, system cannot enforce it; only 
work, patient, plodding and persistent, makes its posses- 
sion certain, and this the average pupil will only do when 
helped by the parent, and impressed by the spirit about 
him of its value. 
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Your board are not especially enthusiastic over the re- 
sults of the past year, but think the schools have been 
quite fairly successful, certainly the teachers have been 
faithful and earnest. Country schools ought to be the best 
schools in the land now, by far. It is well known now, 
we suppose, that strictly graded schools are not in favor 
as formerly. Scholars cannot be moulded by machinery. 
One of the great educators of the land, in what the writer 
esteems the best periodical in the land, practically aban- 
dons the scheme and calls for some building so constructed 
that pupils of all ages may mingle a part of the time at 
least. That is to say, the country schools have an inestim- 
able advantage over the city schools in the opportunity 
for individual personal growth and mental development. 
Can we not then, appreciating our opportunities, make 
greater and better use of them—our own home schools? 

We ought in closing to thank the town for liberal pro- 
vision made for the schools. Our school-houses are now 
very neat and attractive, and we are proud of them. 
Our town officers favor our efforts, and our benefactors 
deserve lasting praise. 

The musical members of the board—the larger and bet- 
ter half of it—say the big bill for instruction in music is 
‘money well spent, and the progress in this fine art by the 
pupils is commended, and even complimented by them. 
Other information follows in tables and statistics, and all 
is very respectfully and lovingly submitted to the good 
friends of the town by
